Betause when beef is 
cut up not all of it is steak, or 
stew, or even ground beef. A lot 
of it is scrap. In fact, choice beef 
(cut the popular New York style 
which is customary on the Pacific 
Coast) is only 7842% meat and us- 
able bone and 2144% scrap! When 
your 200 pound of beef is cut up 
there are only 157 pounds of it fit 
to go in the freezer. 

If 66c a pound, or a total of $132, 
was paid for the two-hundred- 
pound side of beef the usable 
meat, 157 pounds, cost 84c a pound, 
T-Bones, Hamburgers, Boiling 
Beef, Short Ribs, Chuck Roast, 
and what-not. 


A few T-bones or a couple of sir- 
loins can disappear magically. Un- 
less you understand butchering 
you'll never know. The butcher 
will still get those six steaks he 
promised you out of the beef. But 
how thick will they be? And, if he 
doesn’t know how can you, prove 
there’s been some pilfering? You 
can't. The side of beef could have 
been wasty and had more than its 
share of scrap. You don’t have to 
lose much 84 cent meat to have 
what is left average out well over 
$1 per pound. And you don’t have 
to have much surplus fat on a 
beef to have it average over $1 
a pound.

The California legislature met in 
extraordinary session in Sacramen- 
to this week upon call of Governor 
Earl Warren to act upon the criti- 
cal issues of public school financ- 
ing, earthquake relief for Kern 
county, and increased aid for the 
needy children, blind, and aged of 
the state. 
Immediately after the Gov- 
ernor’s address to a joint session 
of the Legislature this Monday, 
bills were introduced calling for a 
$250,000,000, school building bond 
issue, and boosts in payments for 
the needy children, the aged, and 
the blind.

THAT CASH TO BIG BIZ?! 


Governor Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, Democratic candi- 
date for President, has said of corruption in public office: 


“I should like to point out that public officials don’t cor- 
rupt each other; that behind every bribe taker in Government 
is a bribe giver, behind every fix is a fixer, behind every in- 
fluence peddler is someone who wants influence, behind every 
lobbyist is a pressure group. Who are they? Why, they are 
‘the people.’ And sometimes they are not cheaters and scum, 
but the same ‘respectable’ people who demand that all officials 
in a government by the governed should be cleaner than the 
governed, cleaner than themselves.” 

That statement by Governor Stevenson comes irresistibly 
to mind in considering the recent naming of General Douglas 
MacArthur as chairman of the board for Remington-Rand, 
Inc., at a salary reputed to be a mere $100,000 a year. 

If any of our readers own so much as one share of Rem- | 
ington-Rand stock, we suggest that he or she write in to the| 
headquarters of that august corporation, and ask what in the| 
sam hill the management means by flinging stockholders’ | 
money around that way. Or if you've recently bought some 
Remington-Rand product, as a consumer you might write in| 
and ask why prices of those products couldn't be lowered a) 
bit instead of management flinging gold to the brass. 


The only possible reason Mac could have been hired, if| 
his salary is anywhere near so large as reported, is so he can 
act as a superdooper lobbyist, a marshal of the moneyed corps | 
in storming the heights of Government and winning battles 
for special favors to corporate armies of Grab and Git. 

Note that General Mac is one of those ‘‘respectable”’ de-| 
nouncers of men in public office of whom Governor Steven- | 
son was speaking. Yet certainly it would take a badly befud- 
dled mind to think that he’s been hired as a corporation 
spokesman in order to speak up against that corporation get-| 
ting favors!

STATE, LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT 


A book has been published by 
the University of California Press 
on “State and Local Government 
in California” which should be of 
interest to many labor people. 

The authors are Winston W. 
Crouch, Dean E. McHenry, John 
C. Bollens, and Stanley Scott. The 
book, containing 232 pages, sells 
for $2.75. 

This volume was prepared to 
give’ a comprehensive view of 
California state and local govern- 
ment and politics. It begins by re- 
viewing the history of California’s 
constitutions, and proceeds to de- 
scribe elections and election pro- 
cedure. 

The effects of cross-filing upon 
elections and upon politics are 
analyzed. The pattern of Califor- 
nio politics is examined in a chap- 
ter studying political parties, pres- 
sure politics, sectionalism, and 
nonpartisanship. Several unique 
characteristics of politics in Cali- 
fornia are discussed. 

Another chapter tells the story 
of California’s legislative process, 
describing how bills become law,| 
how legislative research aids and 
legislative interim committees op- 
erate, and how the people are rep- 
resented in each house. Legislative 
politics are also discussed. 


LABOR AFFECTED 

A special section on the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall at both 
the state and local levels analyzes 
the way in which these distinctive | 
features of California government 
|have operated to give the people 
the power of direct legislation. 

The significance of direct, legis- 
lation to organized labor is em- 
phasized by two quotations from 
the book: “In 1948 the initiative 
;was used to repeal ‘the full-crew 
law’ pertaining to operation of 
freight trains, a statute that had| 
been in effect for more than thirty | 
years. In 1950 an initiated law re-| 
quired new public housing projects| 
to be submitted to a referendum.”

The book concludes with three 
chapters on county government, 
city government, and special dis- 
tricts. In these pages are recount- 
ed some of the most significant} 
developments of California gov- 
ernment, including introduction of 
|the manager and chief administra-| 
|tive officer concept, the adminis- 
jtrative reorganization of county 
government, and the creation of 
jan amazing array of diverse spe-| 
|cial districts in an attempt to solve} 
|problems which the cities and| 
|counties are not yet fully equipped | 
|to cope with.
